Fixing the Apportionment. 

The Finance Committee of the Coun- 
cil will hold a session today to make an 
estimate for.the next tax levy. This 
estimate will be presented to the Coun- 
cil next Monday. It isanderstood that 
there is a disposition on the part of the 
committee to economize in expenses, so 
that the rate of taxation may be kept 
down to $1 on the $100. This is very 
laudible, and we feel lika encouraging 
it on general principles, but the com- 
mittee propose to cut expenses at the 
wrong end. In other words, they talk 
of lopping off a part of the allowances 
authorized by the charter for the public 
schools and the library. This is a little 
like the short-sighted economy of some 
men who, whenever hard times come, 
stop their newspaper. They cannot 
afford to economize in that direction. 
Neither can the city government afford 
to cripple the public schools and the 
public library for the sake ot saving a 
few cents on the tax levy. ‘We doubt, 


| indeed, whether the taxpayers would 


desire to have them attempt it. The 
short accommodations in the public 
schools have been the topic of a good 
deal of discussion during the past few 
years, and the trend of public opinion 
has always been in the direction of 
making them more efficient, not less. 
Itis the same way with the library. 
While the utmost economy ought to be 
exercised in the administration of its 
affairs, we thust recognize the fact that 
it is a growing institution, a valuable in- 
stitution, and one in which every citizen 
can take just pride. To keep it upto 


buy new books and to have the old ones 
rebound occasionally. The talk of re- 
ducing the estimate for the library 
from ‘$22,500—the amount allowed in 
the charter—to $18,000 would cut off 
$4500. This, if allowed, would buy a 
great many new books. If not allowed 
it may reduce the fund to bare op- 
erating expenses and preclude the re- 
plenishing of the book shelves. The 
library, as we have before stated, is 
the pnblic’s public school. It is the 
only means of public instruction open 
to all classes of people. It would be 
just as ‘inappropriate to cripple this 
branch.of education asto’cripple the 
schools. We ar2 not in favor of too 
much economy with either.

|} The Effects of Free Trade—An En- 
 glishman’s Idea 
Notwithstanding the fact that word 
has gone out among English free trad- 
ers that they must not be too outspoken 
.in favor of their Democratic friends in 
this country lest they unintentionally 
injure the cause, something crops up 


}semi-occasionally in the English press 


which, as the bovs put it, ‘‘gives the 
whole snap away.’’ The London Iron 
and Steel Trades Journal recently 
printed an interview with J. H. Rogers, 
the managing partner of the firm of E. 
Moreward & Co., proprietors of the 
South Wales and Cwmbwria tin plate 
works, which is a veritable center-shot 
against the Democratic target. It is 
about as interesting reading for the 
American workingman who is asked to 
vote for Cleveland and _ free trade, 
as would be a notification of.a prospect- 
ive cut in his wages. Mr. Rogers’s firm 
is building a large tin plate mill near 
Norristown, Pa. (though the Demo- 
cratic press will probably denounce this 
statement of fact as a campaign lie,) 
and he has just returned from a visit to 
this country to look over the ground. 
He says: . 

|. Weintendtomake a hard fight to 
keep our works here and at Cwmbwria 
running. Our American works are 
what is called in sporting terms. a 
“hedge,’’ sothat if the actions of the 
leaders of the working people and the 
| House of Parliament make it unprofit- 
able farus to carry on our works in this 
country we shall still be able to be large 
manufacturers. 

_ This is what he said in answer to the 
‘Yeporter’s question, ‘Supposing Cleve- 
land were elected, what do you think 
would be the effect of his policy?” 

I think the result would be that the 
duties.would be gradually lowered, and 
that wages would consequently fall. 
The working classes would, of course, 
not be willing to remain without weérk, 
and manufacturers would have to re- 
duce wages to enable them to compete 
successfully with other countries. 
Wages in America are at present about 
double what they are here, but if Amarica 
adopted free trade they would probably be 
reduced by one-half and become equal te 
the wages paid here. The question of free 
trade or protection in America is, there- 
fore, of fur more importance to-the work- 
ing class of America than it is to any 
class inthis country. In America the 
on class earn high wages at pres- 
ent, and the cost of living out there is 
so little more than it is here that they 
have much greater comfort an@ are 
able to save more rapidly. 3 

Could there be a plainer case for the 
workingman? Could there be more con 
clusive evidence that capital will take 
care of itself under free trade.and make 
labor stand the lower prices because 
capital would have the power to force a 
reduction and labor would not have the 
power to refuse it? That is the. testi- 
mony of a manufacturer who is nota Re- 
publican nor a politician talking poli- 
tics, but an Englishman talking in an 
English town, and who would preter to 
see the tin-plate duty repealed. But 
the Democratic statement of the case 
really is no better when vou look at it 
hard:

They will 
insist that the free trader talk a little 
more ‘‘turkey’’ to them than that. 


The Harbor Question is On, 

As far as the people of Los Angeles 
are eoncerned, there are comparatively 
few who supremely care whether a har- 
bor appropriation is given toSan Pedro 
or Santa Monica. All other things be- 
ing equal, what they desire to see is a 
good harbor, as soon as possible, at the 
best location. There is, however, a 


propriation of public money for the 
benefit of a private corporation, to as- 
sist thatcorpe@racion in maintaining a 
monopoly and charging ‘‘all the traffic 
wili bear.’’) The ocean front should be 
open to allcommon carriers. 

As between the rival claims of San 
Pedro and Santa Monica, Tue Times 
desires to take no narrow sectional 
ground, but would like to see the spot 
selected which is most suitable in every 
way, and most advantageous to all con- 
cerned—people and places. It should 
be remembered that the former board 
of engineers who.ecxamined into the 
subject reported in favor of San Pedro. 
They must have had some_ good 
grounds for their report. Since then, 
howevef, the Southern Pacific Company 
has swung its influence and its efforts 
over to old Santa Monica Cajion, and 
the aim is now to convince the coming 
board of ‘engineers that that is the 
place for the Government to go in. 

The subject is now open, and what- 
ever may be worthily said:by the re- 
spective champions of San Pedro and 
Santa Monica we shall take pleasure in 
presenting as correspondence, to the 
end that there may be a full and fair 
discussion. Then let the engineers—- 
the final arbiters---decide, and let their 
decision be supported by the people 
and by Congress. A local diversion on 
the question, after that decision shall 
have been rendered, will be impolitic 
if not positively dangerous to, ultimate 
success. The paramount end to be 
achieved is a good and adequate harbor 
for Los Angeles.

THE HARBOR QUESTION. 
‘Approaching Visit of the Board 
Engineers. 


Facts About San: Pedro, Redondo and 
Santa 


es 


The Southern Pacific's Change. ot 
Front on San Pedro. ee 
Meaning of the the Choice of Santa Mon- 
ica—The Business at Redéndo— 
What the Government Has’ 
_ Done for San Pedro, 


As already announced in TIMgs, 
Col. W. P. Craighill of the corps of 
engineers, U.S.A., has stated’ that the 
newly- organized board of engineers 
authorized by Congress to make exami- 
nation for a proposed deep water har- 
bor at San Pedro or Santa Monica, will 
reach Los Angeles about the Istof 
next month. Precise notice of the date 
will be announced after the engineers 
have reached San Francisco, whére 
they Will rendezyous. Col. Craighill 
wrote to Tne Timgs as follows: 

It is intended, if agrecable to the com- 
munities and parties interested, to have 
public meetings at Los Angeles, San Pedro 
and Santa Monica, unless 2 single meeting 
at Los Angeles would suffice. It is destred 
to hear fully all parties who wish to make 
oral statement, and to have a stenographic 
record of the proceedings. In addition, it 
isextremely desirable, in ordea to save 
time and expedite the business, that ‘statis- 
tical information given the boardin 
print or in writing? The organization of 
one or more committees to have this infor- 
mation prepared before the. arrival of the 
board would be a very great help. eg ee 

Following is the law under which th 
board was organized: 

The Secretary of War is hereby author- 
ized and directed to appoint a board of five 
enginecr officers of the United States Army, 
whose duty it shall be to make acareful 
and critical examination for a proposed 
deep-water harbor at San Pedro or Santa 
Monica bays, and toreport as to which ts 
the more eligible location for such harbor 
in the depth, width and capacity to accom.- 
modate the largest ocean-going vessels and 
the commercial. and’ naval ‘necessities’ of 
the country, togéther witb an estimate of 
thecost. Said board of engineers Shall-re- 
port the result of its’ investigations to the 
Secretary of War on or before the Ist of 
November, 1892, and $10,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, are hereby 
appropriated for said purpose. a 

Some days ago the Chamber of Com- 
merce considered a notification to the 
above effect which had been addressed to 
Hon. S. M. White and handed tothe cham- 
ber. Thereupon chamber, on meo- 
tion of Director Freeman, adopted the 

Resolved, that the Chamber of Commerce 
tenders the use of:. rooms. the engi- 
neers for the publig meeting above retetred 
to, and calls upon’the business memand 
public organizatiotig. of. San Pedro, Santa 
Monica and Red@e@o, and upon all others 
interested in the question to appear before 
the committee of enginéérs and give the in- 
formation for which:they ask., 

In view of this approaching visit of 
the corps of engineers, and the great 
importance of the question which they 
are charged to investigate, a glance at 
the facts in relation to Southern Cali- 
fornia harbors and the condition of: af- 
fairs which has led up to the present 
inquiry is of interest. 

San Pedro and Redondo are the two 
ports of Los Angeles county at which a 
shipping business is at present carried 
on. Santa Monica hada good coastwise 
business, some ‘fifteen years ago, before 
its wharf was-'demolishéd, and. hopés 
‘soon to be doing business again from 
the fine new wharf about to be con- 
structed by the Southern Pacific Com- 

SAN PEDRO. 

Most of the shipping uthern Cali- 
fornia has, from the earliest Spanish 
settlement,’ been done) thtovugh San 
Pedro harbor, which @onsists of an 
inner harbor, formerly shut off from the 
sea by a bar, and an open foadstead, 
sheltered from easterly winds by a 
-high point. ity 
' The pilot of Cabrilloj the discoverer 
of Galifornia, who put into San Pedro 
8350 years ago in-a storm, mentions the 
harbor in very complimentary terms. 

Until the year1882,sSan Pedro was 
embraced in the San’ Diego customs 
collection district. The total colljec- 
tions from November }4, 1882, to No- 
vember 30, 1891, amounted to $696,- 
550. There arrived at San Pedro dur- 
ing 1891, 535 vessels of all descrip- 
tions. The principalarticle of foreign 
import at San Pedro is ‘coal; “which 
comes from Australia and, British Co- 
lumbia. Receipts of coal, during the 
past seven years, have run from 48,000 
to 168,000 tons annually. The re- 
ceipts of coal in 1891 “were about 
90,000 tons.. Lumber is the largest 
single article of. domestic importa- 
tion at San Pedro. During the 
building boom «the. receipts of 
lumber rose to 176,079,966 reet»1h 
1887 and 157,749,220 feet in 1888. 
In 1891 alittle over 50,000,000 feet 
were imported. Receipts of general 
merchandise amounted to about 15,000 
‘as high as 42,- 


tons in 1891, and weré 

The exports from San Pedro comprise 
wheat, barley, cori, wine, canned 
goods, honey, hides and other. articles 
of commerce. Exports of wheat to for- 
eign points amounted. to 1580 tons>-in 
1891. In 1886 7197. tons.were ex- 
ported. Total exports from San Pedro, 
including wheat, in 1891, werea little 
over 17,000 tons: 

Twenty years ago, after careful sur- 
veys, the Government entéred upon the 
work of improving San Pedro Harbor. 
A breakwater a mile anda long 
was constructed, and the depth of wa- 
ter on the bar, at low tide, has been in- 
creased from eighteen inches to four- 
teen feet. As nearly all the foreign 
commerce of San Pedro js carried in 
vessels of greater draft than eighteen 
feet, all such ship are still compelled to 
anchor in the roadstead and discharge 
and receive their cargo.by lighter, 
which is very expensive. The harbor, 
experts say, is capable of ‘being deep- 
ened to twenty-two féét*or more, at 
mean low tide. equivalent to a depth 
of from twenty-six to thirty feet at 
high tide. by a continuation of the wotk 
of jettying and ‘dredging. It is this 
work for which an appropriation is de- 
sired. |

REDONDO 4 
is an open roadstead, sheltered on the 
south by the high hill north of San 
Pedro. It was a creation ofthe boom, 
designed primarily as a summer re- 
sort. Under the fostering influence of 


the Santa Fé Railroad and of a couple of 
Oakland capitalists it has been devel- 
oped into a busy commercial port. A 
wharf less than 1000 feet* long supplied 
allthe shipping facilities until .a few 
months ago, when the wharf was some- 
|} what lengthened. The configuration 
of the shore at this point is such that 
the end of the wharf is in deep water, 
and vessels of large jraught can safely 
lie there. A few months ago the Kirk- 
cudbrightshire, one of the largest sail- 
ing ships afloat, arrived from England 
safely discharged at Redondo, and last 
week the Progreso, the pioneer steam- 
ship of an ocean line from New York, 
landed a thousand tons of freight. To 
show how Redondo has forged ahead, it 
is only necessary to mention that the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company 
handed more freight last year at Re- 
dondo than at San Pedro. ais 
Redondo has ambitions. Its citizens 
believe it to be a better site for a har- 
bor than Santa Monica. A lively and 
sometimes acrimonious dispute is 


question, varied only occasionally bya 


is, however, out of the-present fight for 
an appropriation, for reasons given 
below. 

Before the wharf at Santa Morica 
was partially demolished, vessels called 
there safely at almost all seasons. Ad- 
vocates of Santa Monica’s views claim 
that it is one of the best harbor sites on 
the coast, and that 2000 acres of 
anchorage might easily be obtained be- 
tween Santa Monica and Point Dumé, 
at comparatively small expense, abund- 
‘ance of material being at hand for 
moles. Little, however, has been heard 
in regard tosecuring an appropriation 
for a harbor at Santa Monica until 
quite recently, when the Southern Pa- 
cific Company extended its_line along 
the beach to Santa. Monica Caffon and 
decided to build a large wharf near that 
point. 

At one time the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany was a great friend of San Pedro. 
| It tore down the Santa Monica wharf to 

build up San Pedro, and was even @c- 
cused of getting appropriations for San 
Pedro for its own private advantage, it 
having the only railroadgo that point. 
Then came Redondo and serious compe- 
tition. The business of Re- 
dondo, by steamship, has grown at the 
expense of San Pedro. Redondo is 
north of San Pedro; steamers from San 
Francisco touch there first and Los An- 
geles merchants consequently get their 
goods, via Redonda, half a day earlier 
than by way of San:Pedto: Next came 
‘the Terminal Railway (which will some 
day be another transcontinental line;) 
it built wharves on-Rattlésnake Island 
and commegced further:.competition. 
The Southern Pacific met “with active 
rivalry in aterritory over which it had 
long held undisputed and very profita- 
ble sway, for afew years ago the line 
to San Pedro was, with one exception, 
the most profitable line of railroad in 
the United States, for its length. The 
Southern Pacific Company saw that 
something must be done, andthen de- 
cided ona harbor near Santa Monica 
Cafion. Cbincident with thisedecision, 
‘antagonism to San Pedro harbor appro- 
}priations developed, and efforts were 
made to s@cure the choice of Santa 
Monica as a harbor site. ays 

The main feature in the selection of 
-the Santa Monica site for a wharf by 
the Southern Pacific Company is the 
-fact that it isthe most northerly point 
tributary to Los Angeles, at which a 
satisfactory harborcan be built. The 
Southern Pacific will then command 
the Coast-wise freight business to Los 
Angeles, for steamers from the north 

will discharge at their wharfear}lierthan 
at any other pointin the counky, thus 
giving them the same advantage over 
Redondo which Redondo now. has over. 
‘San Pedro. 

In January last, the board of engi- 
‘neers appointed by the act of Septem- 
_ber,19, 1890, to report ona site for a 
| deep-water harbor between Point Dumé 
-and Capistrano, made its report, which 
was duly transmitted foCongress. The 
_ board stated that, after due examina- 
tion. it considered the selection of a 
site for a deep-water harbor, within the 
limits designated, was restricted to the 
bays of Santa Monica and San Pedro, 
and gave its opinion, with full reasons 


of the two. The people of Los Angeles 
were fully anticipating that the late 
Congress would appropriate a large 


| sum for the gradual improvement of 


San Pedro. Meantinie, however, as 
‘stated, the plans ofthe Southern Pacific 


element was at work in Washington. 
-C. P. Huntington was reported. to have 
written a letter to Senator Frye, oppos- 
ing the San Pedroappropriation. Sena- 
tor Jones, another member of the com- 
‘mittee, is half owner of the Santa 
Monica ranch. A-telegram from Will- 
iam Hood, the Southern Pacific engi- 
neer, was filed with Senator Frye, con- 
trasting the assérted dangers and dif- 
‘ficulties of San Pédro with the advan- 
tages of Santa Monica. A vicious at- 
tack upon San Pedro, of mysterious ori- 
gin, emanating from San Diego, but dis- 
owned by the Chamber of Commerce of 
that city, was secretly distributed 
among the Congressmen at Washington. 
Senator Felton was discouraged. Yet 
the people of Los Angeles were aston- 
ished and indignant when the River and 
Harbor Bill came out, with its beggarly 
appropriation of $20,000 for San 
Pedro, while Humboldt received $200,- 
000, Coos Bay, Or., $210,000 and 
Oakland $150,000, ¢ An indignation 
meeting was held at the Chamber of 
Commerce, at which Representative 
Bowers was roughly hauled over the 
coals, and protests were telegraphed to 


‘Washington. Senator Felton’ then 
‘succeeded in inducing the Sen- 
ate. Committee on Commerce to 


increase the appropriation for the 
inner harbor at San Pedro _ to 
-the full amount of $51,000, which was 
‘asked for that portion of the work, the 
larger appropriation being required for 
the outer harbor. At the same time, 
‘provision was made for a board of five 
engineers, to make a new examination 
of the harbors of San Pedro and Santa 
Monica. It is this board which will be 
in Los Angeles about September 1. 


THE CLAIMS OF SANTA MONICA. 


The Ground Gone Over from Another 
Standpoint, 

The last issue of the Santa Monica 
Outlook contains an oper letter to the 
board of engineers from L. T. Fisher, 
the editor, in which Santa Monica's 
claims to the improvement are elabor- 
ately set forth. Mr. Fisher quotes the 
opinion of Chief Engineer Hood of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, as

The shore isatable land, with bluffs on 
the ocean. but the land at the foot of the 
bluffs is above the action of the waves, and 
a harbor improved by a breakwater will be 
of easy approach and utilization by wharf 
construction, Thé anchorage is good, the 
bottom being sandy material of a consider- 
able depth. The United States engineers 
have marked: outlines representing posi- 
tions of breakwaters in reference to the 
old wharf and the contour of the bottom, 
which is such ata suitable distance out from 
the proper end of a wharf that much deeper 
water is encountered than is necessary. If 
breakwaters were so designed as to pro- 
tect a harbor about two miles west of the 
old wharf, these breakwaters ata suitable 
distance out wouid probably require less 
rock to build them than at San Pedro, 
owing to the shape of the shore vessels 
could always‘’enter and leave. such harbor 
with westerly or southerly gales with 
perfect safety. Granite of excellent qual- 
ity for bréakwater can be had by rail, with 
short haul anddown grade, and the shore 
to west of the harbor to be protected and 
character of bottom is such asto make it 
practicable to build the breakwater from a 
temporary trestle and dump the rock 4di- 
rectly from the cars. ith these advan. 
tages it would seem thata harbor can: be 
more cheaply protected at the point men- 
tioned in Santa: Monica bay. and will be 
safer of access after being built than a har- 
bor at San Pedro bay.”’ 

Mr. .Fisher. urges, in detail, other 
points in favor of Santa Monica, and 
sums up the advantages of that location 
as follows: 7

Third—The approaches for wharves are 
more satisfactory and therefore less ex- 
pensive. 

Fourth—The holding ground for anchor- 
age is better. 

Fifth—The harbor approach would be 
easier in time of rough weather. 


Sixth--The rock suitable for a breakwa.° 


ter is of a better character, is more con- 
venient of access and can be delivered 


more cheaply. 


Seventh—Santa Monica is nearer to Los 


| Angeles by at least six miles. 
Eighth—This’ point is not subject to a 


shoaling process as at San Pedro. 

Ninth--Santa Monica can furnish better 
water. 

Tenth—A better site for a city is pre- 
sented here.” 

‘Eleventb—It is the first point reached 
coming from San Francisco to Los Angeles, 
and the last th be left on the return trip, 
making both sea and land transit shorter. 

Twelfth—This is the chosen seaport of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. 

Thirteenth—Also of the Santa Fé. 

Fourgeenth—Will be on the direct coast 
route of the Southern Pacific from Port- 
land, Or., to New Orleans. 

Fifteenth—Not only nearer to Los An- 
geles, but has a better lay of land between 
the city and the sea. 

Sixteenth—Is more attractive as a place 


-of,resort and residence.

The shady side of life in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles Chinatowns has furnished 
an endless amount of material for sensa- 
tional stories ‘in ‘néwspapers and maga- 
zines—stories which most people, who have 
never studied the habits of the Celestial, 
discredit and set down as gross exaggera- 
tions. 


Pasadena also has a Chinatiown, -but it: 


has never been written up—at least to any 


great extent—tfor it is an unpretentious set- | 


tlement, where most of the good people of 
town doubtless. believe no evil lurks. In 
fact there is little about the score or more 
of little frame houses. scAttered here and 
there on Raymond and Fair ‘Oaks avenues 
youth of California street to indicate dark 
deeds or tricks that that are-vain, and it re- 
mained for Marshal Buchanan, who as- 
sumed the duties of his .responsible. posi- 


tion only a few months ago, to begin the 


work of official investigation in this local- 
ity. The ground has not yet been thor-

degraded wretchesin this section of.

State find quarters, and where 
abominable practices are continually car- 
ried on in‘the darkness of night. The 
Chinaman isthe most difficult kind of a 
criminal to apprehend on his own ground. 
He is sly and wary; he is silent and thor- 
ougbly at home in the dark, while the offi- 
cer of the lawis never at home in the home 
ofthe Chinaman. Hence is experienced 
great difficulty in bringing the sad-eyed 
offendersto justice. But the work has been 
begun, and it is safe to predict that before 
Marshal Buchanan gets through, crime 
will cease to fiourish in Chinatown, or else 
most of the offenders will be caught and 


made to answer to some serious charges in. 


a court of justice. 

The truth of these remarks is illustrated 
in the following story, the main incidént& 
ot which happened several days ago, and 
which have been kept out of print until 
now for obyious reasons. 

SHE WAS KIDNAPED.

woman. Nota sign of light could’ be seen 
and the interior was as silent as a deserted 
tomb, or something of that*‘sort. The Con- 
stable guarded one door, while the Marshal 
rapped gently at another. The latter was 
opened a few inches and then quickly 
slammed shut, The Marshal then kicked 
itin. A candle in the rear room was blown 
out, but not before the Marshal had no. 
ticed what seemed to bea dozen Chinamen 
scurrying in every direction. It was pitch 
dark, so he called to the Constable to bring. 
onthe lantern. The light sent everybody 
scampering tothe back room. Constable 
Slater followed in hot pursuit, and the first 
thing he knew he had fallen intoa trap in 
the floor. There wasaterrific crash and 
the light went.out simultaneously’ with the 
Chinamen. The Marshal meantime had 
made his. exit.from.the building, and in the 
chill night air he saw the shadowy form of 
a. woman moving off toward California 
street at a4 Nancy Hanks pace. The Mar- 
shal bore down heavily in the same direc- 
tion and soon overtook her. The woman 
was completely exhausted and would say 
but little. 
THE WOMAN'S STORY. 

After rescuing Constable Slater from the 
perilous pit into which he had fallen, the 
prisoner was conducted to the jail, where 
she was made comfortable for the balance 


good husband, butI grew tired of the rou- 
tine of home life.- I finally ran away from 
him in Los Angeles, but soon repented, and 
not having any money determinedto walk 
to my home town. I was on my way when 
I landed ‘in Pasadena. Three Chinamen 
met me.

‘He was not there, but a friend of his was 
found who verifi¢d’ most of the woman's 
Statements, The Marshal brought his fair 
prisoner back to Pasadena,. and after fully 
satisfying himself that she told the truth 
and was anxious to return to her husband, 
he let her go after taking due precautions 
to prevent her journeying off.ona side- 
track. Yesterday he received word that 
she is restored to her honest and well-nigh 
heart-broken husband, and that joy once 
more reigns supreme in this home.

When the fruit-growers look 
at the matter properly, they will not rush 
in and sell for fear no other buyer will be 
around, but will organize and prepare to

leisure.

Meeting of the City Couneil—The Mahoney 
Boulcvard Contract. 

‘A special meeting of the City Council was 
held Thursdgy afternoon, with Mayor 
Gaty and all the. Councilmen present. 

The Ordinance and Judiciary Committee 
submitted a majority and minority report 
on the ordinance granting a franchise to 
the Santa Barbara Railway Company for 
the construction of a track on the boule- 
vard. Councilmen Holloway and Burke 
signed the majority report, favoring the 
railway, and Councilman Gidneyv the mi- 
nority, against the franchise. Ong motion 
the majority report was adopted b¥ a vote 
of 4 to 1, the negative vote being Mr. 
Gidney. The ordinance was read the tirst 


reading was defeated. Mr. Gidney voting 
against it. Corlas de la Gueno appeared 
and asked the Councli to make an appro. 
priation sufficient to pay the expense of 
the historical display from Santa Barbara 
at Sacramento in September. An appro. 
priation of $150 was voted for such pur. 
pose unanimously. 

The Counct! adopted the following resolu- 
tiorrin regard,to.\the Mahoney contract on 
the boulevardy-- 

Resdived, that. if J. J. Mahoney abandon 
in writing his contract with the city of Santa 
Barbara for the stonework on the boule- 
vard in said city. a Warrant be drawn 
on the boulevard bond fund in his favor 
for $1299. the amount estimated to be now 
due him for work done under said contract. 
and waive all further claim against said 
city and that said work ye then completed 
by the city. 

Mr. Mahoney agreed to this and signed 
the agreement in accordance with the reso- 
lution, when the warrant was ordered 
drawn for the amount. 

An order was then made that the work on 
the boulevard be finished under direction 
and supervision of the City Engineer and 
that none but residents of this city be em- 
ployed and that the same be paid for at the 
rate of $2 per dav. 

The agreement with Mr. Mahoney lets 
the city out of a bad bargain and is a satis- 
factory ending to what might have ended 
in costly litigation.

The Monulin-Finley Assault Case 
Still on Trial. 


Sensational Testimony of One of the 
Witnesses to the Affray. 


The General Opinion is That Finley 
is in the Wrong. 


Interest Manifested In Sitikwood'’s Per- 
formances at Santa Barbara— d 
Body Found at Newport— 

Mrs. Bentley Talks 


SANTA ANA, | 

The examination of J. B.. Moulin on a 
complaint of assault with a deadly weapon 
on the pérson of Samuel Finley was begun 
yesterday morning in Judge Mark's court. 
The examination was tedious and did not 
excite much interest until about noon when 
Y. Rouiz, the bartender in the saloon where 
the shooting occurred, took the stand. 
Rouiz's testimony indicated plainly that 
Finley was the aggressor, and that he had 
forced Moulin into the fight; that Finley 
first’drew his revolver and muttering im- 
precations attempted to fire the weapon 
in Moulin’s face, but the cartridge was not 
good and the pistol therefore snapped. By 
this time Moulin pulled his “gun” and im- 
mediately came the fusilade between them. 
Both kept shooting and dodging alter- 
nately behind whisky barrels until Finley's 
pistol “run dry.’ Thenthe men clinched 
and Finley being the younger, larger and 
more powerful of the two forced his antag- 
onist to the floor. A boy named George 
Wilton stepping into the saloon and see. 
ing the struggle picked up a_ stick 
and struck Finley over the head with 
it. At the same time the bartender slipped 
Moulin’s pistol away, thus disarming. the 
men. The pistol were taken out of the 
saloon and given to the officer, who ar- 
rested the fighting men. Finley's story is 
altogether different. He testified under 
oath that Moulin forced the shooting and 
the hand-to-hand fight, and that he only 
drew his pistol and used it in order to de- 
fend his life. This story, however, is not 
believed by the general public as Finley is 
reported as saying in public a number of 
times that he would shoot Moulin on sight. 

Just abouta year ago these men came 
near meeting in deadly combat. Had & 
not been for the interference of friends at 
an opportune time there would have been 
bloodshed then. The trouble dates back 
several years when Moulin claims that Fin- 
ley wrecked his domestic happiness by 
leading his wife from the paths of virtue. 

The feeling here in the city appears to be 
very much against Finley, and itis believed 
now that he will be the one that wsll be 
made to pay the penalty instead of Moulin 

The trialis not yet completed, and a 
counter charge, with Moulin as é@omplain- 
ing witness, against Finley with assault 
with a deadly weapon, is set for this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. 

It was reported on the streets last night 
that a friend of Moulin’s had aneye on Fin- 
ley, and that if he got out of this scrape he 
would have to answer to him for the assault 
on the old man j(Moulin.) It is said that 
this friend is a good shot and if matters are 
not soon settled some way there may be 
more blood spilled on account of the old 
feud. 

The examination of Moulin was continued 
until 8 o'clock thismorning. Ilig expected 
that this examination will be terminated 
before the time for the Finley examination 
arrives.
